REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner required restriction as follows: 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to the compounds of formula I where X is 
oxygen; 

II. Claims 1-17, drawn to the compounds of formula I where X is 
sulfur; 

III. Claims 1-17, drawn to the compounds of formula I where X contains 
no heteroatoms; and 

IV. Claims 1-17, drawn to the compounds of formula I where X contains 
nitrogen. 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants hereby elect Group 
IV, that is, the compounds of formula I where X is nitrogen. 
Claims 1-17 are all generic to the elected group. 

Applicants reserve the right to file one or more divisional applications 
covering the non-elected subject matter.
